Claims 1-3, 5-21, 23-40, 42, 44-61 and 63-65 are allowed 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-3, 5-21, 23-40, 42, 44-61 and 63-65 are allowed, because the prior art alone or 
in combination among other limitations does not teach or suggest to one of ordinary skill in the 
art an optimization configuration manager accepting/receiving user configuration information to 
the optimization process comprising the selection of one or more of the at least one atomic 
optimization. The closest prior art, Hopcroft el al. 6154215 teaches a method and apparatus for 
creating and maintaining multiple scene graphs for the display of a computer generated object, 
however said prior art fails to teach the previously stated limitations contained in the applicants 
claims.
